National IntelUgcncer, relative 
to*lhc' proceedings oFamoctitig at New- 
York> in which my name is mentionctl, 
together with those of Mr. 
Mr. Otis, first itiade its appeaffll^, I 
did not consider any public notice of it 
on my part as necessary. I am still of 
the satne opinion. , But some of my 
friends liave lately informed me, that 
they and many others, think differently. 
I submit my judgement to theirs, and 
have resolved to write you this letter, 
which you will oblige me by inserting 
in the Federal Republican. 


It is utterly untrue, that any person 
or^persons were authorized, on the part 
of the meeting at New-York, to com- 
municatc with Mr. Clinton, or that any. 
representation whatever of political sen- 
timents expressed by him, was made to 
the meeting. 
In private convcCsauons 
among some of the members, njention 
xvas from time to time made of opinions^ 
which Mr. Clinton was stated, or sup- 
posed to have exfM^ssed, relative to the 
war, to a maritime defence, and to the 
freedom and protection of commerce ; 
but neither in this, nor any other man- 
i ner, did I hear ascrit^cd to him any in- 
I tention to separate 
himself from 
the 
democratic 
party, 
or to break off all 
connet tion with it, or any 
intimation 
\ from him, or any cf h^ia friends, 
that he 
entertained, 
or had ex/iressed 
iTU_ any 
manner, such an intention. 
Ha^ I un- 
I derstoo4 that he had made such intima- 
tions) I should have thought them a 
strong ground of objection to him on 
the part of the fedenili^is, because I 
should have regarded them as un urti« 
fice, equally undignified and insincere, 
to vtork upon the supposed party feel- 
ings of a body of men, who were acting 
from v6ry different and much higher 
motives. 


The federal gentlemen assembled at 
New-York entered into no resolution to 
support the eljection of Mr. Clinton.— 
They did indeed prefer him to Mr. 
Madison. 
But this preference, as far 
as I was concerned, or as I became ac- 
quainted with the sentiments of others, 
rested wholly on public grounds. 


A very attentive consideration of the 
course pursued by the American go- 
vernment, towards the two great belli- 
gerent powers, ever since the year 1805 
had long ago induced those gentlemen 
with whom I had an opportunity qf 
particularly conferring on this subject 
at New-York, as well ^s myself, strong- 
ly to suspect, that war against Great- 
Britain, on 
side of France, was re- 
solved on by those who directed the 
affairs of this country, and would be 
made as soon as congress could 
be 
brought into the measure ; and that the 
causes from |ime to time alledged for 
hostile proceedings were mere pretexts 
but by no means furnished the real mo- 
tives. 
These suspicioi«^ continued to 
encreasc, as the scheme appeared to be 
gradually advancing towards its accom- 
plishment—but when, after the war was 
declared, we saw that it was'^ersisted in, 
although the Orders in Council, always 
alledged as the sole cause of it, were re 
voked, all doubt was removed from our 
minds, and we were convinced that no 
tcrroina|jon of this war could be expect 
ed, whifcMr. Madison should remain 
at the liMa of the government. 


Our knowledge of the utter incapacity 
and imbecility of the administration, and 
of those to whom it had confidcd the 
principal management of military opera 
tions, 'led us, at the same time to be 
lieve, that nothing' but disaster and dis 
grace was to be expected, in the pro 
gress of the war. Although we thought 
it wantonly and foolishly undertaken 
and still more wantonly persisted 
still we wished, that while it continued 
it might be so conducted as to shew the 
courage, prowess ahU resources of the 
nation, in the most advantageous light; 
which we .were perfectly 
convinced 
could never be done, while it should be 
conducted by the present admlfustration. i 
It is obvious, and univerhally admittetl. 
that a stable and efficient financial sys- 
tem, commensuiate with the resource? 
•ind the wants of the nation, ii e»3cnii.tl 
to hi well-being, in various and most irn- , 
portant points of view, both as respects 
. its reputation abroad, and its sal"c;y, hap-. 


piness, and prosperity at home.

W e have ever regarded a maritltino 
defence, commensurate with tho re 
sources of the nation, 
essential to h \ 
prosperity, honor and safety, if not to 
the pernianent existence of a free go- 
vernment. Naval power Is not onlj the 
beat stiieed to the character of our peo- 
ple, (o our geographical situation, and 
the genius of our government, bat it is 
the only power b)||ivhicb our commefcc 
and our sea- coast, our only vulnerablls 
points, can be defe nded ; and tho expe- 
rience of all ages, as well as the reason 
of the thing itself, fully proves, that na- 
val power, in the hands of any govern- 
ment, ».less liable to abuse, than mili- 
tary power—that one is as favorable, on 
the other is dangerous, to public libertv- 
But efficient measures for the estab- 
lishment of an adequate naval force can 
never be expected from those whose 
prejudices, feelings and avowed^pinloh« 
are, and always have been, dlrettly and 
strongly opposed to a navy ; and who 
have discountenanced, oppressed, and 
almost wholly destroyed, that of which 
they found the country in possession. 


But great as these evils are, they are 
by no means the greatest, which in ouf 
apprehension and beiief, walk in the 
train of this war. 
Undertaken without 
preparation^and conductetWithout vigor, 
skill or success, its authors must soon 
be, if they are not already cônvinced, 
that it cannot be carried on by any rê^ 
sour«;es of this nation, which tliey have 
the courage, the indfpendence, or tlie 
talents to call into action. 
They see*, or 
soon must^ee, that the milititx will ntlt 
invade Canada, if it were a fit species of 
force for sucÎï A purpoé'ê. The reaource 
ofvoliintccirs,forthe ptiVpose oCinvaalon, 
bas failed in the outset. 
And the ^ r - 
diness and small nùmber of iplistmetits, 
for the regular army, prove what was so 
often tbretold, that the people of this 
country enjoy too much ease, conjfort,, 
and independence at home, to becomc 
regular soldiers, for any otlicr piirposf; 
than for the defence of their cou«tr\ 
from invasion. 
The avowed object of 
the war, and the only object which h^s 
the appearance of being rational, is the 
conquest of Canada, as a mean of com- 
pelling the British to comply with our 
terras, or of itïdemnifying us for iheT 
non-compliance,—.But it must soon ¡ffe 
ascertained, that Canada, for the reusotiB 
which have been stated, cannot be cor- 
quered by our own force ; and It wi:i 
necessarily apd speedily occur, to tBose 
charged with the war, and bent oa cut - 
rying it on at every risk, thitt Friincc hae 
troops enough, which she would bi^ 
ready to lend or hire for such a purposr, 
and that it would be easier to prociM. 
20 or 30,0000 men ft-om her, than i . 
raise them in our own country.—Hen' a 
a French alliance, and the co-opcratic i; 
of French troops in this country,as soo.. 
as they can be sent hero, are natural ar 
neccssary conséquences of the contuj 
ance of this war.i—The number 
< " 
French citizens now hi this country, d. 
voted to tl\e viewsofthc French govcn 
ment, is known to be very great - 
Probably it is much greater^^thun atn 
body, iniaiçinea—and the certoiuty ai.''
